Cant who, in the mid nineteenth century, changed 
the general Nursery Into one specializing In roses. 
1876 saw the formation of Frank Cant & Co. Ltd by 
Mr F. Cant, a nephew also specializing In roses 
and for many years the two firms have been In 
keen, but friendly, competition. 

In the first half of this century, Cecil and 
Edmund Cant of the one Firm, and Sidney and 


Clifford Cant of the other, were familiar figures In 
the rose-growing world, on the Council of the 
N.R.S. and to be seen at all the important Shows 
up and down the country. Today Clifford Pawsey 
and Clive Roberts follow in their footsteps, both 
serve on the R.N.R.S. Council and can be met at all 
the major shows. The younger Pawseys, Martin 
and Roger are already well known. 

You will see from our General Information that it 
is our Intention to operate two Nurseries in the 
immediate future, eventually concentrating all rose 
growing and despatching at Mile End and retaining 
a display ground at Stanway. With this in view a 
further 180 acres of land has been acquired, ad¬ 
jacent to the present Nursery in Mile End, and this 
maiden soil will produce superb quality roses.

Hints on Growing Roses 

Situation Roses usually grow well in any fertile soil, but they 
require plenty of sim, fresh air, and well-drained soil. They dis¬ 
like being dripped on by trees, and water lying on the top of the 
soil. 

Preparation and planting. The soil should be dug to a depth 
of 18 inches mixing in a liberal supply of decomposed manure, 
turves or compost with subsoil. If not available mix Stimgro 
or any well-balanced rose fertilizer with the top soil. 

We do not advise planting new rose trees into old rose beds, 
but if it is found essential to replant part or all of an old rose 
bed — i.e. 10 years or older — it is essential that the top 6 inches 
of soil be removed. The subsoil should be dug and manured, 
and fresh soil from another part of the garden used to top up. 

Planting can be done from late October, and during open 
weather until late March. Sprinkle a little leaf mould or fine 
soil over the roots before the top soil is replaced. Do not place 
the roots in direct contact with crude manure. 

Standard and Half-standard roots should be 5 inches below 
surface of the soil, so that the depth corresponds with the soil 
mark left on the stem, usually quite easily discerned, and it 
is essential that they be staked and tied. Bush and Climbing 
Roses are planted with the union of scion and stock slightly 
below the surface of the soil, in all cases the roots should be 
spread over as large an area as possible. 

Tread very firmly at the time of planting, and as there is 
always a tendency for the soil to become loose though the action 
of the Winter frosts, re-tread the trees at the time of pruning. 

Pruning. We advise hard pruning of Bush and Standards the 


first year of planting, i.e. to within two or three eyes of the 
crown of the plant, and to an outward eye. 

In succeeding years, light pruning means a greater profusion of 
early fiowers and a sparsity in the Autumn; hard pruning keeps 
the plants close to the ground and promotes stronger growth, 
with fewer, but better, blooms throughout the season. Flori- 
bundas, being more vigorous, support more growth and can be 
pnmed less severely. Climbers and Ramblers need no pruning 
the first year, but in the Autumn of the following years, the 
young rods formed from the base should be retained, and as 
much old wood as can be spared removed. 

It is our opinion that, pnming in the second or third week of 
March is the best time. November or December pruning can 
be a success, but has an element of risk. 

Cultivation. Hoe frequently, or use a Summer mulch of at 
least ii-2 inches thick. If the bed needs digging, never disturb 
the roots, but skim dig to a depth of ii-2 inches only. 

All suckers should be removed from their source when young. 

Well-grown roses should survive attacks of disease but should 
they appear, spray with Karathane for mildew, Orthicide for 
Blackspot and Maneb for rust. 

Insects can be picked off, but if you cannot do this, obtain a 
good systemic insecticide from your local sundriesman. 

Arrival of package. If, when your parcel arrives, the weather 
prevents planting, keep in a frostproof shed. If planting is 
deferred for more than a week, unpack and heel the plants in.
